GERMANY'S ANSWER IS ON THE WAY 


(By United Press) 


Washington, Oct. 28.—A peaceful revolution 


is believed to have taken place in Hungary, and a 
national council formed to take control of the gov- 


., ernment, according to a semi-official dispatch from 


Berne received here today. Immediate,peace and 
complete independence of Hungary, ,and a sever- 
ance of her alliance with Germany are demanded. 


Paris, Oct. 28.—Austria, replying to President 


Wilson, accepts all his conditions, it was learned 
officially from Berne today. 
Austria accepts Wil- 


son's terms regarding the.Czecho-Slovaks and the 
Jugo-Slavs. 


The president said that Austria must negotiate 


with the Czecho-Slovaks and Jugo-Slavs di- 
rectly, who desire to establish independent nations. 
Austria, it is said, declared her readiness to enter 
negotiations regardless of the result- of other ne- 
gotiations and asked Wilson to take appropriate 
measures toward an armistice and peace.
